In  a month  the  plants  will  be 
in  condition  to  transplant,  taking  care,  in  planting,  to  set  the  young  plants  down  to  the  first 
leaves.  Transplant  in  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  setting  the  plants  two  feet 
apart  one  Tvay  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  inches  the  other,  according  to  the  variety.  For 
late  or  winter  crops  the  seed  is  sowq  in  May,  and  the  plants  set  out  in  the  second  week  of  July. 
In  this  case  they  are  set  in  rows  2 by  3 feet,  so  as  to  work  them  with  a horse  and  cultivator. 
To  destroy  the  green  worm  that  is  so  destructive  to  the  leaves  and  heads  of  Cabbage  and  Cauli- 
flower, an  experienced  grower  says ; “Take  one  ounce  of  saltpetre  and  dissolve  it  in  twelve 
quarts  of  water,  then  take  a short-handled  whisk  broom,  dip  it  in  the  solution  and  sprinkle 
the  plants  well.  One  application  is  sufficient  unless  the  stuff  is  washed  off  by  heavy  rains. 
The  liquid  being  perfectly  clear,  never  colors  the  Cauliflower  or  Cabbage  heads.  To  prevent 
the  turnip  flea  from  attacking  the  young  plants,  sift  fine  air-slacked  lime  or  tobacco  dust  over 
them  as  soon  as  they  appear  above  the  ground.

CULTURE — Sow  the  seed  in  a light,  rich,  dry  border  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked, 
in  drills  eight  or  ten  inches  apart,  and  cover  the  seeds  alboiit  a quarter  of  an  inch  deep  roll- 
ing or  treading  them  in  if  the  ground  be  dry.  When  fairly  out  of  the  seed  leaf  they  may 
be  transplanted  to  another  bed.  or  they  may  be  thinned  out  in  beds  or  trenches.  The  bed 
should  be  kept  well  weeded,  and  an  occasional  soaking  with  water  in  dry  weather  will  do  the 
plants  good.  Early  in  July  at  the  north,  a month  or  six  weeks  later  in  the  southern  states, 
is  the  proper  time  to  set  the  plants  out  in  beds  or  trenches.  Press  the  soil  firmly  against 
the  roots.  In  the  garden  the  better  way  is  to  set  the  plants  in  shallow  trenches — we  say 
shallow,  for  it  is  obviously  a bad  plan  to  remove  all  the  good  soil  (as  must  be  done  in  a deep 
trench)  and  put  the  plants  in  that  which  is  poor.  The  plants  may  be  set  in  a single  row 
in  a narrow  trench,  or  the  trench  may  be  made  into  a bed  wide  enough  to  hold  two,  three  or 
four  rows,  and  in  that  case  the  plants  are  in  a compact  form,  to  be  covered  for  the  wnnter 
where  they  grow.

Sow  in  single  or 
double  rows,  from  two  to  three  feet  apart,  according  to  the  different  heights,  about  an  inch 
apart  in  rows  (except  such  sorts  as  we  note  to  sow  thin)  and  four  inches  deep.  Hoe  often  and 
keep  the  ground  clean  and  fine.  The  tall  sorts  can  be  made  to  bear  more  freely  by  pinching- 
in.  The  dwarf  varieties  may  be  grown  in  beds  like  Bush  Beans,  with  rows  about  the  same 
distance  apart.

By  using  potatoes  from  hills  with  weak  vines  and  poor,  small  potatoes,  the  number  of  poor 
hills  is  largely  increased  each  season  until  the  yield  is  greatly  reduced. 

By  selecting  seed  from  the  best  hills  and  using  them  for  seed  a strain  of  potatoes  that  will 
yield  twice  as  much  as  common  seed  can  easily  be  produced. 

We  can  furnish  seed  grown  from  seed  selected  from  the  best  hills  only  which  will  be  found 
far  superior  to  ordinary  potatoes  for  planting.
